Jn his latest news letter, of'May, George Adamski tells of the 
reaction to the Straith Letter. As you will remember, this let¬ 
ter was written by Mr R E Straith, of the Cultural Exchange Com¬

nowledged, thanked for various 
passport services rendered, and 
loudly praised for ifs conside¬ 
rable work in promoting under¬ 
standing between countries. Bob 
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Hope, the comedian, upon his re¬ 
cent return from Russia, made 
just such remarks at at least 3 
occasions on national broadcasts. 
I understand that one of our bet¬ 
ter known news broadcasters also 
referred to this service by name 
(also on a national TV network). 
I am told that many articles have 
appeared in the press, in which 
this Com. is mentioned by name. 
I have a clipping of one such 
article written by a reputable 
newsman. It is now referred to 
as Cult.

Eventu¬ 
ally a friend offered to put me 
in touch with a gentleman who 
might be able to use my service. 
This was a literary agent, Mr. 
Brooks. He asked me to write a 
book. I insisted that I did not 
want to write a book as I feared 
such a job would interfere too 
much with the task I had taken 
upon myself. So we parted. Mr. 
Brooks did not give in and wrote 
to me^ repeating his suggestion. 
As I had not had any further suc¬ 
cess in the meantime, I finally 
agreed to consider his proposal 
and this is how "The Third Eye" 
came to be written.
